Nevertheless the country must be 
saveg from anarchy, and strong measures 
like those instituted at Chernigoff and 
Pensa must be taken when the occasion 
av ises. Neither .in Russia nor abroad 
reeg there be the slightest fear that the 
government aesires to retrace its steps. 

“An unfortunate feature of the situa- 
ton in Russia is the continued mistrust 
of the government’s intentions, which 
are deliberately misunderstood by some 
of the influential lMberal leaders, per- 
haps rot without the suspicion of thereby 
rdvancing their own present aims. Nev- 
ertheless we must discount future 
developments, and where we believe. it 
wise, go slow. We may be forced to 
take a radical step, such as the chaice 
between evils.” . . 

Speasing of the Jewish question one 
mcmber of the cabinet said: 


No Jewish Question. 


“For the cabinet there exists-no JjJew- 
ish question. It is not what shonid be | 
acne, but how to do it. We are absolute- 
ly of one mind, that all the restrictions, 
on the Jews, should be abolished, but 
for the government to decree equality 
withou: action on the part of the douma 


would be full of danger. The prejudice 
against the Jews among the ignorant 
ciasses of Russia is not fancied. 

“Tt is deplorable, but that peo- 
ric urder the. old regims were sat- 
urated with the idea that the Jews were | 
their oppressors. If the Jews were 
@ranted equal rights with Russians the, 
latter would not accept it as a confirma- 
tion of the suspicions they already har- 
bor on account of recent developments 
that the emperor has been betrayed, and 
nothing the central government could do 
would prevent the most frightful massa- 
cres. This vital subject should be dis- 
cussed in the douma tn order that the 
pecple at large may understand and ap- 
preciate the reasons why all citizens un- 
cer the regime of freedom enjoy equal 
rights. 

“Besides,

selves compelied to abide by the decision 
of the nation’s representatives. The 
agrarian agitation in my opinion is the 
gravest phase of the situation. The peas-

They | 
are quite capable of sending emissaries 
wearing uniforms and impersonating | 
aides de camp of the: emperor, .to tell 
the peasants that the emperor has de- 
creed a division of the land which the 
landlords are resisting and calling on 
the peasants to rise in his majesty’s 
name against their oppresso™.”’

The 
residents of Borisoglyebsk are afraid tha 
the peasants will attack the town. but 
their fears appear to be unwarranted.
